All of our 
electrical appliances are plugged into one thick extension cord that 
snakes [stretch the "s" into a hiss] its way out a window. Outside, a 
small [cover: leak] tent city has sprung up in the lot next to our 
building. Inside, we are freezing because we have no heat.

>The owner of that lot next door<br>Has a right to do with it as he 
pleases 

>Collins : <br>Happy birthday, Jesus! [How old is he?]
